percent from fall 1998); and the UW System exceeded its fall. 1999 FTE 
enrollment target by 1.4 percent.

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After yearly declines from Fall 1991 to Fall 1998, Fall 1999 graduate/professional FTE enrollment increased from 
Fall 1998 (Table 5). In Fall 1999, graduate/professional FTE enrollment increased by 230, or 1.6%, from Fall 1998. 
The increase in UW-Madison’s professional FTE enrollment and headcount enrollment (Table 6) is largely due to 
changes made to Pharmacy program offerings which shifted enrollments from undergraduate ' to 
graduate/professional programs.
